Tile plan* are intended to meet 
the situation which may confront 
the United Nation* if Italy w ith­ 
draw s from the war either through 
its own efforts or with the help

try. 
Active consideration

given to an occupational program 
for Italy as well as to the armte- 
- tie # term s th at m ight be offered 
the Italian nation, especially lf It 
should succeed 
in 
withdrawing 
from the w'ar through its own ef­ 
forts. 
Firm iH-rman Hold

In view of the German hold on 
th* country, little hope is held 
th a i Italy will be aine to e n tr ­ 
eat* itself from the war without 
the mid of allied armies. 
However, there are growing ln- 
giications that the Italian people 
are definitely fed up with the war 
and would welcome the opportuni­ 
ty to get out of it. 
The possibility of serious inter­ 
nal repercussions In Italy is fore­ 
s e e n when Tunisia and Tripoli fall 
into allied hands. W ith the fall of 
Tripoli, Italy will have lost all 
her colonial empire. W ith Tunisia 
In allied hands. 
American 
and 
British air bases will be within 
^375 miles of Rome and within little 
more than IOO mile* of Sardinia 
and Sicily. 
May Oust D in t 
It is considered not inconceiv­ 
able th at the Italian arm y and 
•n a v y might, at th at point, decide 
they have had enough of Benito 
Mussolini and his Fascists, and try 
to take Italy out of the w'ir. 
In any event, the collapse of 
Italy's w ar effort next year is 
•considered a distinct possibility, 
and the State Departm ent wishes 
to be prepared for it.

Roosevelt’s special envoy to the 
Vatican, has been participating in 
•th e discussion* at the State De­ 
partm ent this w'eek. Others who 
are taking an active part In the 
study and drafting of the pre­

Jr., and Leo Paavolaky, special 
assistant to Secretary of State 
Hull in connection with post-war 
problems. 
Particular consideration is being 
j'iven to the economic aspects of 
“ taly’s position after it has been 
eliminated from the war. A re­ 
port also has been drafted on the 
Italian colonial situation, especial­ 
ly with reference to the question 
f t w hether colonies are essential 
to Italy’s economic life. The view 
prevails strongly in some quarter* 
th at they are not.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19—Con­ 
tinuing fierce attacks by planes, 
surface ships and subs, American 
forces today sought 
to 
disrupt 
seriously Japan’s vital supply line 
to enemy bases In the Australian 
area and the Southern Solomons. 
L atest report on American sub- j 
m arines credited the U. S. under 
sea-craft with sinking seven ad­ 
ditional Japanese supply or auxil­ 
iary vessels, many of which are 
badly needed by the enemy in the 
South Pacific area. 
Sunk were tw'o tankers, three 
cargo ships, one transport and a 
traw ler, which raised to 155 the i 
number of Jap vessels sunk or 
damaged since the outbreak of J 
war. 
Although the Navy 
failed 
to 
specify the scene of attacks, men- ; 
tion on action In the Pacific and 
Far Eastern w aters left no doubt 
that the undersea boats are play­ 
ing a vital role in the present 
battle for the Solomons.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19- Sec­ 
retary’ of I .a bor Perkins today re­ 
ported a further increase in Amer­ 
ica’s rising food bill as the OPA 
took another step to control in­ 
creasing meat prices by setting 
specific dollars and cents ceilings 
on lamb and m utton. 
Miss Perkins 
said 
th at food 
prices jumped 1.2 percent between 
October 15 and November 15 and 
a t the same time 
disclosed that 
the general cost of living advanced 
8.4 percent since last May and ap­ 
proximately 20 percent 
in 
most 
cities since December a year ago. 
An increase of 21 percent was re­ 
ported over A ugust 1939. 
According to the labor depart­ 
m ent’s price 
in^ex, 
total living 
costs for city families increased 
seven-tenths of one percent dur­ 
ing the October 15-November 15 
period 
while foods controlled by 
the OPA moved ahead .5 percent 
and uncontrolled foodg advanced 
6 6 percent. 
The secretary attributed the m a­ 
jor part of the living costs in­ 
crease in the 
November-October 
period to rising food prices, great­ 
er charges for personal and pro­ 
fessional services and the new ex­ 
cise taxes on cigarettes, telephone 
calls and railroad fees. 
Senatorial predictions of an up­ 
ward trend in prices and a conse­ 
quent increase in the cost of liv­ 
ing came today on heels of the an­ 
nounced retirem ent of Price Ad­ 
m inistrator Leon Henderson. 
The predictions were accompan­ 
ied by forecasts of drastic changes 
in price and rationing policies in 
an effort to quell widespread criti­

The invading forces met no op­ 
position in their drive to the towrns 
of Maungdaw 
and 
Buthidaung, 
some 60 miles northw est of the 
im portant Burma port of Akyab 
on the bay of Bengal. 
Japanese forces who had held 
the W estern Burma area since the 
British w ithdrawal last Summer 
withdrew without opposition, said 
the communique, although 
they 
had prepared strong defenses. 
The allied advance into the con­ 
quered territory w as preceded by 
heavy bombing attacks. 
Squadrons 
of 
fighter 
planes 
swept over the nearby Mayu river 
region, machine-gunning Japanese 
troops and m ilitary depots, and 
last night form ations of big Wal­ 
lington bombers smashed the port 
of Akyab which is the main Japa­ 
nese supply base for their forces 
in W estern Burma. 
No Hint Of Aim 
The communique gave no indi­ 
cation of the size of the invading 
force, and there was no hint as 
to whether it was a m ajor offen­ 
sive. 
The immediate objective appear­ 
ed to be occupation 
of 
Akyab, 
which is the only good harbor on 
the western coast of Burma. If 
the Japanese can be driven from 
Akyab their m ajor positions In the 
area of Burma adjoining India will 
be imperiled, and threats of im­ 
m ediate invasion of India 
m ate­ 
rially lessened.

Tax Is Pee reed 
“It came to pass In those days, 
that there went out a decree from 
Caesar Augustus, 
that 
all the 
world should be taxed.” This is St. 
Luke's account and it Is histori­ 
cally correct. 
"And all went to be taxed, every 
one into hts own city,*’ and be­ 
cause Joseph was of the house of 
David, he w'ent, with his allianced 
wife, Mary. to Bethlehem, often 
railed “the city of David." It was 
a small town, and a very pretty 
one, but it had few accommoda­ 
tions for travelers, of whom there 
were many, all on the same er­ 
rand. 
It was not that the Innkeepers 
of Bethlehem had ar • unkind 
feelings toward Joseph and Mary 
or were inho. 
table, that they 
did not take them into the inn, but 
simply that they were busy and 
crowded, and so, as many other 
travelers had done before unlet 
the circumstances, they went to 
the stables to lodge. It may. ac­ 
cording to ancient tradition, have 
been a limestone cave or grotto, 


which were sometimes used for 
stables. 
I slid in a Manger 
At any rate, there Mary was 
hou* d, and there the Infant Jesus 
was bom —the Babe whose birth 
was to have such an immense in­ 
fluence on all lives for all time. 
“And she wrapped Him in swad­ 
dling clothes, and laid Him in a 
manger." 
“And there were In the same 
country shepherds abiding in the 
field, keeping watch over their 
flocks by night. 
“And lo. the angel of the Lord 
came upon them, and the glory of 
the Lord shone round about th^m: 
and they were sore afraid. 
“And the angel said unto them. 
Fear not: for, behold. I bring you 
good tidings of great Joy. ^vhich 
shall be to all people. 
“For unto you is bom this day 
In the city of David a Saviour, 
which is Christ the Lord.”

But Mary, the gentle Mother of 
Christ, heard all these things and 
“pondered them in her heart ’’ 
Every mother ponders the wonder 
of her child's birth, the miracle of 
this small, helpless thing that is 
given Into her keeping, but how 
much more must Mary have felt, 
knowing that her Son was no 
ordinary baby, but The Saviour! 
Six hundred years before the 
birth cf Jesus.

pointed out. Then he explained 
that the noise of 
the

made the rats nervous, and that if 
you did this a time or twFo that 
many of them would leave. 
I didn’t think to ask him where 
they would go. but I expect to the 
farm home of some neighbor, or 
into corn shocks.

"A 75% Lay." 
That’s the w ay a young farmer 
expressed the laying ability of his 
flock of Leghorn chickens, that 
he did not get until June, but 
that are now laying at an average 
of 75%. “For awhile they layed 
about 40 or 50% but there is no 
profit in that." he explained. Then 
he told me that he estimated his 
feed and labor costs covered when 
40% of his flock was laying, and

stock, largely on rag weed hay, 
cut before it had matured too 
much, and before it had an objec­ 
tionable bitter taste. He explained 
that he didn’t feed much of this 
rag weed hay to his milk cows, 
but gave them w’hat clover hay 
and corn fodder he had.

Health Affected by Changes 
In Atmospheric Pressure

IN GEOGRAPHICAL area* 
marked by frequent atom* and 
wide changes in atmospheric pres­ 
sure the population is likely to 
suffer from respiratory infections 
or high blood pressure and other 
upsets. 
Acute appendicitis attacks oc­ 
cur most often when the barometer

is falling. Appendicitis is more 
severe in the world’s changeable 
climatic areas and is mild and in­ 
frequent in the tropics. So says 
Dr. Clarence A. Mills in his book, 
Climate Makes the Mon, from 
which I quoted yesterday. 


Effect of Falling Bar ow et cr 
He believes that the level of good 
health and evenness of mental dis­ 
position is maintained as long as 
the barometer is fairly high or 
rising, but is upset by a falling 
pressure. Animals can be observed 
to become restless and excitable 
as the atmospheric pressure falls. 
People are more forgetful on 
low pressure days. In one large 
city a street car company tabu­ 
lated the number of bundles, pack­ 
age* and umbrellas left on tho 
cars and found that the rate dou­ 
bled or tripled in periods before 
storms. Traffic accidents are more 
numerous in such weather also. 
The falling barometer is possi­ 
bly to blame for attacks of “blues," 
domestic squabbles and misun­ 
derstandings with children. And 
sleeplessness! It is not uncommon 
on a muggy night to wake up and 
look out and find your neighbors’ 
windows lit up all over the block. 
Everybody has suddenly waked 
up on account of the lowering of 
the pressure. 
There is probably a physical 
explanation for these things. Dr. 
Petersen, of Chicago, believes that 
it is due to the shifting of chem­ 
ical balance in the blood and body 
tissues; the tissues take up more 


water at such a time and the slight 
swelling in the brain may be the 
cause of our upset emotions. 
Pressure Control in Future 
Whatever the cause is, the les­ 
son can be applied by all of us: 
some days are good only for rou­ 
tine jobs; on others, with a high 
ceiling, a brisk breexe and a good 
cup of coffee we are able to make 
important decisions and do crea­ 
tive work. 
“If you are In business, avoid 
your most difficult customer on 
falling pressure days; he will look 
upon you with a suspicious eye. 
Call upon him when a rising ba­ 
rometer and fair weather are your 
allies," is Dr. Mills’ advice. 
For School Building* 
“Some day," says Dr. Mills, 
•’when we know more definitely 
just what falling pressure does 
to our body efficiency, perhaps 
we will have school buildings 
equipped for pressure control. 
Then we may eliminate those days 
when both teachers and pupils ars 
inefficient, when everyone is rest­ 
less, irritable, and susceptible to 
wandering attention and blurred 
intellect. The control of indoor 
pressure will probably be one of 
the future’s major developments 
in indoor conditioning, and ita 
firs!, application should certainly 
be to school buildings."
